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Introductory Comments 

I. Summary of the Office Action 

In the Office action, mailed 27 April 2010, the Examiner rejected claims 1,8-10, and 
12 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) asserting that the claims are anticipated by Dionne, et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 6,132,420. 

The Examiner rejected claims 3-7, 11, and 13-15 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) asserting 
that the claims are unpatentable over Dionne, et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,132,420. 

These rejections are believed to be overcome in part by the amendments and are 
otherwise traversed for reasons discussed below. 

II. Overview of the Amendments to the Claims 

Claims 1,3-16, and 18-31 are pending in the application, and claims 16 and 18-31 are 
withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1,15, and 16 are amended without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 5-11, 20-26, and 30-31 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
Amendment or cancellation of these claims is not intended to be an acquiescence to the 
Office's assessment of those claims in the Office action, mailed 27 April 2010, and 
Applicants expressly reserve the right to bring the subject matter of the original claims again 
in a subsequent, related application. After entry of this amendment, claims 1, 3, 4, 12-16, 18- 
19, and 27-29 are pending, with claims 16, 18-19, and 27-29 currently withdrawn from 
consideration. 

The amendments to the claims are presented herein below (after the signature page) 
in the section titled "Amendments to the Claims."
